It is unlawful for 
such persons or firms to sell, bar­ 
ter, exchange or give away any of 
Ihese drugs except in pursuance of 
an order or prescription delivered 
hv the person securing the drug, 
such order to be written on a 
blank form to be furnished by the 
government, and such written or­ 
der to be retained by tin* seller for 
a period of two years. These ord­ 
ers shall be open for inspection at 
all times by federal, state, city 
and county officers. It is further 
provided that* authorized persons 
issuing orders for drugs shall also 
keep a copy of all ord< rs issued 
for two years, subject to inspec­ 
tion at any* time.

Go read that ID«1 year contract 
that was made bv your councilmen 
three years ago and tell me what 
you think of it. A contract bind 
itiLT us to pav more for water than 
we receive from the users of w at­ 
er. Binding us to maintain a thir 
t \ five e lit price oil tk<1 oin‘ thous­ 
and gallons, causing us to lose the 
patronage of all large water us­ 
ers. 
Binding us to keep in re­ 
pair all water meters,-or have it 
done, which you have and I know 
it is ;i M impossibility. Binding US 
to pay one-fourth of all the money 
which we receive in the way of 
decreased business each year over 
to the men who are furnishing us 
water, and this amount is in addi­ 
tion to the regular monthly wage 
of $275.00 which we must pay. 
Some fifteen or twenty years 
ago our city was bonded several 
thousand dollars for street im­ 
provements; the money was spent 
in placing gravel over our streets. 
The rains came and the wind blew ; 
W here is our gravel? All that 
money spent and no permanent 
improvement. You are well aware 
of the fact that we have a few men 
in every town who love to spend 
money, get up an excitement, un­ 
dertake to do some big job, witb-

You may call the present Conn 
eil no busiii« ss men, po l i t i c i a ns or 
what not; but you can not right­ 
fully charge th*- condition of our 
city affairs to them. T h e y have 
been powerless and have had their

It is true, we h a v n ’t made much of 
a showing in tin* way of public im­ 
provement. but we are reducing 


t he c i t y ’s indebtedness.
